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Achievement tests show that Sierra Madre sixth- 
graders are not doing the work they are capable of, the 
School Board learned Monday night. 

Results of tests given last May by the California Test 
Bureau were contained in Supt. Charles A. Skutt’s annual 
report. 

Although the tests show 
the sixth - graders’ over - all 
average at grade level, sev¬ 
eral factors made this less 
than a comfortable record to 
board members: 

1. Sixth-graders camp out 
ahead of the national aver¬ 
age in only one out of six 
specific categories — they 
were plus 1 month in read¬ 
ing vocabulary. They scored 
minus 2 in reading compre¬ 
hension, arithmetic funda¬ 
mentals and spelling, and 
minus 1 in English gram¬ 
mar. They were at grade lev¬ 
el in arithmetic reasoning. 

By way of contrast, fifth- 
graders in Sierra Madre 
scored plus grades in every 
test, ranging up to plus 7 in 
English grammar, and an 
over-all average of plus 3. 

2. Mental maturity tests 
show Sierra Madre students 
at the upper part of the nor¬ 
mal range, which should 
mean they are capable of 
above-average work. 

3. There is no below-aver- 
age-intelligence group in 
Sierra Madre, no slum area, 
which would tend to lower 
the average figure. On the 
other hand, the national av¬ 
erage which forms the basis 
for comparison was obtained 
from cities across the coun¬ 
try, of every conceivable eco¬ 
nomic and sociological pat¬ 
tern. 

MORE HOMEWORK was 

one recommendation by the 
School Board as a possible 
method of raising standards. 

In addition, board mem¬ 
bers, teachers and school ad¬ 
ministrators will meet to 
consider other steps. 


"Tests are open to inter¬ 
pretation in many ways,” a 
spokesman said, “but they 
aie Ihe only yardstick avail¬ 
able to us, so we must work 
with them.” 

Seeking an explanation of 
the' discrepancy between the 
test results in the fifth and 
sixth grades, it was suggest¬ 
ed that it may be due to the 
fact that school work be¬ 
comes more rigorous in the 
sixth grade, requiring more 
rote learning on which spe¬ 
cific tests can be given. 

TO AN INQUIRY as to how 

the "grade-level” mark was 
arrived at as the over - all 
average of the sixth-graders 
—despite the fact that their 
minus grades in specific cat¬ 
egories totaled 7 against a 
total of plus 1—it was ex¬ 
plained that many other fac¬ 
tors, including age of stu¬ 
dents, were averaged in. 

I ti another development 
Monday night, the board 
learned that the per pupil 
cost in the Sierra Madre 
School District was $237.25 
for fiscal 1955-56, as com¬ 
pared with $2>i.45 for - the 
preceding year. Latest fig¬ 
ures released show the coun¬ 
ty average for 1954-55 was 
$271.72. 

In presenting the annual 
report, Supt. Skutt said the 
cost reflected an average 
daily attendance of 761 stu¬ 
dents in the two local 
schools and 202 in seventh 
and eighth grades in Pasa¬ 
dena. 

Supt. Skutt said copies of 
the annual report will be 
available soon.

In the “Letters” column this week appears a com¬ 
plaint from a reader of this page. She feels that one of 
the columns is lop-sided in its views, and implies that 
because of this The News is prejudiced. 

Since the writer’s name is withheld, and since this 
seems a good time to explain The News’ view regarding 
its editorial page, I think a comment on the letter would 
not constitute unfair advantage. 

In the first place, there is a hint that The News is 
biased because the column cited appears to Girl Repub¬ 
lican to favor another political party. 

By the same yardstick, then. The News must appear 
biased to its Democratic readers against their party, for 
a column written by the Republican Congressman from 
this area appears weekly on the same page. 

Neither of these gentlemen have hesitated, on occa¬ 
sion. to speak their mind, and The News would not dream 
of tampering with the intent of their columns. 

Columns of this sort, it seems to me, which appear 
under the names of their authors, are inviolable within 
the obvious limits of libel laws and good taste. They rep¬ 
resent the personal, signed views of their writers. 

An editor who would soften, distort or otherwise 
change their intent would be putting words into their 
mouths. He would be guilty both of cowardice and poor 
journalist^ judgment, and in addition he soon would be 
minus his columnists, for none of the caliber of the two 
mentioned would stand such treatment for long. 

I hope Mr. Shippey and Mr. Hiestand will be around 
for a long time, and that both will continue to call their 
shots as they see them, for there is no one quite so dull 
as a columnist afraid to speak his mind. — W.F.T.

“They found the deer 
where it had fallen, ribs 
torn open and the heart de- 
voured by this fearsome 
creature.” So spoke Hubert 
Herrick (Riley) of the Chan 
try Flats pack station, ir 
telling one of the strangest 
stories ever to come out of 
Big Santa Anita Canyon. 

This unusual animal has 
the appearance of a large 
wolf, reddish in color, larger 
and heavier than a police 
dog, bushy tail, wolf-life 
ears on an enormous head, 
weighing an estimated 95 
pounds and leaving tracks 4 
inches long and 1% inches I 
wide. 

Several deer have been! 
destroyed, always in the 
same vicious manner, by this 
voracious brute. The canyon 
people call him “El Lobo,” 
and he has been seen by 
many. 

Riley has seen him twice. 
Red Shangraw, ranger at 
Chantry Flats, got a glimpse 
of him one evening in Win¬ 
ter Creek, and Bill Adams, 
the pack train owner, has 
seen him since the fire neai 
Sturdevant Camp. 

Conway jumped him early 
one morning while he was 
dating ’ a deer. Conway — in 
defiance of the experts who 
claim there are no wolves in 
California—swears the mys¬ 
terious beast is a big wolf. 
A strange tale, indeed. 

RILEY, of our rescue crew, 
was born in Los Angeles and 
came to Sierra Madre when 
a small boy. For a time he 
was the only altar boy at St. 
Rita's and participated with 
Father Woodcutter in St. 
Rita’s Feast of the Roses, 
when they w ould walk 
through the northern part of 
our town. 

He loved the mountains 
and started working with 
the pack trains at an early 
age, and also for Robert’s 
Camp. In those days Robert’s 
had 24 cabins to rent, some 
sleeping as many as 20 peo¬ 
ple. There were also a fish 
hatchery, a restaurant and 
a large dance floor. 

Riley will never forget the 
sound of hob-nailed boots 
and high laced shoes danc¬ 
ing happily on the cement 
floor to the music of a three- 
piece orchestra. 

RILEY JOINED the Air 

Force in World War II and 
when released immediately 
moved back into the canyon 
he loved so well, Winter 
Creek. 

His cabin was a place of 
beauty. Ferns and tiger lilies 
decorated his yard, growing 

in wild profusion. Many a 
fisherman stopped to talk a 
while with Riley and drink 
his good coffee. 

On Dec. 28, 1953, tragedy 
struck Riley when the Mon¬ 
rovia Peak fire raged down 
through Big Santa Anita. His 
cabin and all of his belong 
ings were burned in this fire. 

Day after day Riley, Bill 
Adams and Red Shangraw 
courageously entered the 
canyon in their own desper¬ 
ate fight to save other cab 
ins, putting out smoldering 
stumps and beating out new 
flare-ups. Somehow the pack 
train was spared and sur¬ 
vived the fire. 

RILEY'S FAMILY consists 
of several little “mountain” 
kittens, who refuse to asso 
ciate with “city cats” and 
will firmly put them in their 
place w'hen they meet them 
(even if they have to trounce 
up and down the canyon 
looking for them), and a dog 
named Terrie, whom he has 
taught to howl like a coyote 
—much to the delight of the 
children, who visit Riley to 
hear him tell of the moun¬ 
tains and of the animals 
and birds who inhabit them 

The young people say: 
“Some people have prosper 
ed, their homes are so neat; 
but Riley showed me a rac¬ 
coon, washing his feet.” 

The Red Cross has replac¬ 
ed a large part of Riley’s 
loss during the fire by giv¬ 
ing him a cabin in Santa 
Anita Canyon. Our Rescue 
Crew' takes pleasure in 
thanking them for this, in 
our little column.
